Action line 


I would like to know who pays our police 


force, and do policemen get individual 
salaries, or do they all get the same 
amount? Does the mayor have the 
authority to raise or lower their pay, and 
does she have the authority to fire them? 


The taxpayers of Corsicanana pays 


salaries of all policemen except those on 
special programs financed by federal 
grants. 


Each police officer is paid according to 


his specific job or "slot" in the classified 
service. All sergeants make $660 per 
month, the patrolmen get $625; the 
"recruit" patrolmen (less than six months 
service) get $550; radio dispatchers $450. 
Police officers also receive longevity 
compensation for the number of years they 
have been employed and receive some 
extra money for the college work they 
have done. 


The city commission sets police salaries. 


However, under a pact approved by voters 
here two years ago, the police are per- 
mitted to bargain collectively through 
their union, the Corsicana Policemen's 
Association. The commission takes into 
consideration recommendations from the 
police chief and the city manager in 
making its offer. 


If 
the 
city commission and 
the 


policemen's organization don't agree, the 
agreement provides procedures for ar- 
bitration. The commission decided last 
night not to submit to arbitration, as an 
article elsewhere on this page indicates. 
The police will now have to accept the 
city's offer or take the matter into court. 


Another article on this page notes that 


petitions have been handed the city asking 
for an election to do away with the 
collective bargaining agreement in both 
the police and fire departments. 


The mayor has no authority to single- 


handedly raise or lower an officers pay, 
nor does the mayor have the right to fire a 
policeman. 


When the Chamber of Commerce ap- 


proached the city commission with the 
possibility of a hotel-motel tax, 
the 


reasoning was used that the money raised 
from this tax would be used to promote 
tourism. But recently the Chamber voted 
to use all of that money to try to convince 
industries to re-locate in Corsicana. Why 
didn't the Chamber say what its real in- 
tentions were when the matter was 
brought up? How much money has been 
brought in by the tax and what has been 
done with it to date? 


Chamber of Commerce Manager Rex 


Carpenter says no definite plans were 
presented the city about the Chamber's 
use of the money though both the "tourist 
promotion and general promotion" of 
Corsicana were cited as possible uses for 
the money. 


Carpenter says that when the sub- 


committee of the Public Relations Com- 
mittee which is handling this project met it 
was decided that to use the money to 
promote industry would be "more 
beneficial to a greater number of people." 


He adds that presently Corsicana is 


"rather limited" in the number of things 
for tourists to see and that the town does 
not have the facilities to host conventions. 


During the first quarter of the year the 


tax netted $4,016. 


Not knowing exactly how much to expect 


from the tax, the subcommittee dealing 
with the advertising established a first 
year budget of $7,500, which will probably 
be revised if the other quarterly receipts 
are comparable to the first, according to 
Carpenter. 


This first budget allocated expenditures 


for three newspapers, two magazines, an 
almanac, outdoor billboard and a direct 
mailing to 2,500 businesses. This mailing 
list is almost completed, and Carpenter 
says the letters will be sent shortly. 


The condition of vacant lots probably 


results in more Action Line questions than 
any other topic right now, according to 
Editor Bob Armistead. 


Here are two of our latest questions: 


Does a taxpayer have to take court 


action to get a lot cleaned up next to his 
house? 


I've asked the city, the mayor and the 


owner to clean up two lots east of our house 
(in the 1800 block of East Beverly), and 
nothing has been done. 


Both Public Works Director Larry 


DeMoss and Municipal Services Director 
Delma Ware expressed surprise at your 
complaint, saying that these lots have 
been mowed regularly in past years. 


The vacant areas on East Beverly are 


either owned by the city or are under 
construction by the private owners. He 
says that "under construction" includes 
land where fill dirt is being dumped. 


The city land is along the Post Oak Creek 


tributary, and Ware says this will be 
cleaned as part of the overall cleaning up 
of the creek basin. 


He also re-emphasizes the point that 


complaints of this nature should be 
reported directly to his office at 2-4811. He 
explains that this insures quicker action 
and increases the chance for quick action. 


There is an unsightly vacant lot at the 


corner of 34th and 4th Avenue that needs to 
be mowed. Why aren't owners of vacant 
lots compelled to keep them mowed? 


"This lot has been turned over to the 


proper department to be mowed," said 
City Manager Dick Ballenger when Action 
Line determined from your inquiry 
ownership of lots of the four corners, and 
passed along information that only one has 
no house on it. 


With all the interest we've had about

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TP&L rate hike approved 


Measure again passes by 3-2 margin

Texas Power & Light Co. last 


night won its fight for an 11 per 
cent rate increase in Corsicana. 


City Commissioners voted 3-2 


in favor of the hike after 
hearing more than an hour of 
pros and cons on the issue 
before a capacity crowd at city 
hall. 


Voting for the rate hike were 


Commissioners Stroube, Norris 
and Lightfoot. Opposing the 
motion 
were 
Commissioner 


R.A. Armistead and Mayor Sue 
Youngblood. 


Before the vote was taken, 


Norris 
told 
the 
crowded 


assembly that those dissatisfied 
with the outcome had the option 
beginning next year of placing 
the matter in the hands of the 
new State Utilities Commission 


to decide. 


TP&L District Mgr. Embry 


Ferguson gave commissioners 
a letter from TP&L President 
J.F. Skelton which disputed 
recent charges by State Sen. 
Ron Glower that the TP&L 
request is not needed. Earnings 
for the utility company, ac- 
cording to the letter, show 
"...an alarming decrease in the 
earnings of some 40 per cent." 


In addition, the letter stated, 


TP&L has during the past 12 
months invested more than $200 
million into the business. 


COMMISSIONER 
R.A. 


ARMISTEAD disputed these 
figures later in the meeting, 
noting that TP&L's earnings 
have increased each year since 
1964. 
In addition, Armistead 


noted, the two all-time high 


dividends paid stockholders by 
the electric company have both 
been paid this year. 


"It's usually not a sign of a 


company in trouble when they 
increase 
the 
dividends," 


Armistead said. 


James Terry, manager at 


Chattanooga Glass Co., which 
claims to be hardest hit locally 
by the increase, 
told com- 


missioners that Chattanooga 
Glass would not "shut down the 
glass tanks tomorrow and go 
. out of business"if the increase 


was granted. 


But he said the increase 


would likely cost the company 
an additional $100,000 this year. 
That would put the plant's total 
utilities cost at an additional $1 
million in 1975, Terry said. 


"Utility rate increases at the 


seven Chattanooga Glass plants 
so far this year have already 
wiped out the profit made last 
year by the Corsicana plant," 
Terry told commissioners. 


Using bottles manufactured 


at 
the local plant, Terry 


illustrated 
his 
company's 


operating budget, noting that 
this increase would mean that 
the plant's utility costs would 
jump from nine per cent of the 
overall budget to 25 per cent. 


TERRY OFFERED COM- 


MISSIONERS a look at Chat- 
tanooga Glass Co.'s stock report 
and first quarter earnings to 
further illustrate that com- 
pany's 
financial 
picture. 


Commissioners 
declined the 


offer. 


Claiming a 1.2 per cent profit 


margin for Chattanooga Glass, 
Terry said he found it hard to be 
sympathetic with a company 
asking the public to support a 
six per cent profit margin. 


Ferguson answered Terry's 


claims, telling commissioners 
that TP&L had also experienced 
fuel cost increases. 


"In June, 1974 our fuel cost 


was 32 per cent of TP&L's total 
budget," Ferguson said. "In 
June, 1975 that cost was 44 per 
cent of our budget." 


Ferguson

The apparent low bidder with 


a bid of $15,678,567 was Texas 
Bitulithic Co. Second low bidder 
was H.B. Zachry Co. with a bid 
of $17,167,778. 


The 
construction 
cost 


estimate by the authority's 
engineers was $18,281,400. 


Following analysis of the 


bids, the Authority's Board of 
Directors will award a contract 
July 21. 


Col. Walter Wells, General 


Manager of the Authority, said 
this contract includes con- 
struction of the entire dam and 
most of the related facilities. 
Later contracts will include 
construction 
of 
office 
and 


maintenance facilities for the 
project and necessary reservoir 
clearing and relocations work.

to enter into arbitration with 
police and firefighters, opening 
the way for a lawsuit to settle 
the matter. 


After the commission met for 


nearly an hour in executive 
session Tuesday night Com- 
missioner Wayne Norris moved 
in open session not to enter into 
arbitration with the city em- 
ployes. 
The 
motion 
was 


seconded by Commissioner R. 
:A. Armistead. Voting in favor of 
the 
motion 
were 
Norris, 


Armistead and Mayor Sue 
Youngblood. Commissioner H. 
R. Stroube Jr. cast the only 
negative vote. Commissioner 
Jim Lightfoot was not present 
for the balloting. 


Negotiations between the two 


sides reached a stalemate June 
26th, after the city told police 
and firemen that it could not 


grant pay raises and the 
bargainers refused to accept 
last year's wages. 


Had the city chosen to ar- 


bitrate, the matter would have 
been settled by a three-man 
arbitration board made up of a 
city-selected 
representative, 


one selected by the bargainers 
and one jointly agreed upon. 


The city was required to in- 


form bargainers by midnight 
last night of the commission's 
intentions in the matter. 


The matter 
received 
no 


debate 
from 
commissioners 


before the vote was taken. 


In addition to salary increase, 


firefighters are requesting an 
increase in clothing allowance, 
a meal allowance of $6 per man 
per shift and for the city to 
furnish bunker clothing for each 
man at a cost of $170 each for 
the 32 firefighters affected. 


Increases in social security and 
insurance are also a part of the 
requests. 


Police are seeking salary 


increases for some personnel, 
the doubling of education in- 
centive payments and $25 -a- 
month incentive pay for officers 
working the night shift. A 
complete reworking of 
the 


police retirement system is also 
being sought by the bargainers. 


Salary 
and 
benefits 
are 


negotiated with the city through 
a union representing the police 
and 
another 
representing 


firefighters since voter ap- 
proval of collective bargaining 
two years ago. 


By the commission deciding 


not to enter into arbitration with 
the two agencies,, policemen 
and firemen must now decide 


whether to accept the city's 
offer or to sue the city for the 
increases being sought. 


After negotiations came to a 


standstill in late June, Police 
Association 
bargainer 
Jack 


Smith accused the city of 
putting no meaningful in put 
into the negotiations. 


Smith said the city had 


engaged 
in 
a 
"public 


discussion" 
of 
collective 


bargaining rather than "valid 
attempts" 
to 
resolve 
the 


problem. 


James Gill, negotiator for the 


firemen, 
expressed 
similar 


feelings 
after 
the 
final 


negotiation session. 


The city's position during the 


negotiations was that there was 
no money available in the 
budget to pay for the increases. 


Anti-bargaining petitions 
presented to commission 


City Commissioners last night were handed six petitions 


asking that the collective bargaining rights given policemen 
and firefighters in Corsicana be repealed. 


Ray Bass presented the petitions, which he said bore 270 


signatures favoring repeal of the law. 


"I think the people of this town, when they voted for 


collective bargaining didn't fully understand what collective 
bargaining was," Bass said in presenting the petitions. 


Collective bargaining talks between the city and the police 


and firefighters reached an impasse June 26th, when neither 
side would concede to the other's demands. 


The petitions were accepted by City Secretary Nelda Neal 


for verification of the signatures before further action on the 
matter is taken.

interest, Ferguson said a drop 
to AA-rating for TP&L might 
mean an added $3.6 million in 
interest on loans.

approval, Ferguson noted. 


Ernest Butler, a retired 


school teacher, addressing the 
commission on the bond aspect, 
said he bought AA bonds last 
week at 9Vfe per cent interest, 
not the higher figures quoted by 
Ferguson. 


"These bonds were not sold at 


a discount," Butler said, "they 
were sold at a premium." 


Butler noted that he spoke 


against the increase 
"with 


mixed emotions" because his 
personal utility stock has in- 
creased dividends each of the 23 
years he has owned it. 


"I'm 
for giving TP&L a 


reasonable increase," he said, 
"but not the 11 per cent they are 
asking for." 


SPEAKERS IN FAVOR of the 


increase included Herb John- 
son, president of Wolf Brand 
Products, Bill Clarkson of Oil 
City Iron Works, and Tom 
White, a local car dealer. 


Johnson noted that it was 


unusual for a businessman and 
homeowner to speak in favor of 
higher costs, but that the in- 
creases 
were 
necessary 


because of diminishing supplies 
of power world-wide. 


"Our 
utilities 
are 
up," 


Clarkson said. "I don't like it, 
but 
as 
citizens 
we 
must 


recognize that there ain't no 
free lunch anymore." 


Ray Bass, speaking against 


the increase, accused TP&L of 
using an astrologer to deter- 
mine the future needs of the 
company. 


"I've heard a lot of "ifs" from 


Mr. Ferguson," Bass said, "but 
I know who's going to have to 
pay for this increase." 


After Bass spoke, Ferguson 


implied that he had been 
"pushed 
into" making his 


remarks. 


"To 
Mr. 
Ray 
Bass," 


Ferguson said, "I don't hire any 
astrologer. I give these facts 
and figures to this group. I don't 
know who's pushing him into 
this, and that's his business, but 
I tell you we are putting our 
financial statements out front." 


Ferguson

made the new city government 
center possible. 


"WE GAVE UP A piece of 


property right here so the city 
could have this city hall.

Ferguson said, "because we 
thought it was the thing to do, 
but when we did that. . .it 
stopped the vVillis suit."

Also speaking in favor of the 


increase was Elizabeth Logan, 
who told commissioners that

Chamber of Commerce she 
noted the efforts by TP&L to get 
new industry into Corsicana.

House checks up on surgeons 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - In 


the winter of 1969, Mrs. Marie 
Valenzuela of Woodlawn, Calif., 
was told her daughter, who had 
a fever, needed her tonsils re- 
moved. 


Before this doctor was fin- 


ished, he had removed the ton- 
sils of four of her children and 
those of a niece, Mrs. Valen- 
zuela told a House subcom- 
mittee. 


The operation caused com- 


plications for one of her daugh- 
ters, including a burst main ar- 
tery to the brain, pneumonia 
and hepatitus, and put Mrs. Va- 
lenzuela into the hospital suf- 
fering shock over the condition 
of her child. 


The story was related Tues- 


day to a House Commerce in- 
vestigations subcommittee look- 
ing into unnecessary surgery. 


Mrs. 
Valenzuela's daughter 


recovered her health and re- 
ceived $2,000 in a malpractice 
settlement. The other children 
each received several hundred 
dollars. In each case, a court 
ruled the tonsillectomies had 
not been needed, she told the 
House panel. 


Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe told the 


panel that as many as 3.2 mil- 
lion surgical operations may be 
performed needlessly each year 
in the United States. Wolfe, di- 
rector of the Ralph Nader-affil- 
iated Public Citizen's Health

Research group, said that 16,- 
000 deaths occur as a result 
and that as many as 100 chil- 
dren may be dying each year 
because of tonsillectomies that 
should never have been per- 
formed. 


The cost to patients for un- 


necessary surgery may be as 
high as $4.8 billion a year, 
Wolfe testified. 


The subcommittee is looking 


into how many operations per- 
formed each year are done 
needlessly, how many people 
die as a result and the cost to 
the American public. Tuesday's 
hearing was the first of three 
the panel plans to hold. 


Wolfe's figures came from a 


1973 
study of surgery per- 


formed on members of two 
New York City unions. 


The New York City survey 


"shows a 17.6 per cent rate of 
unnecessary operations ...

"What 
is 
a 
reasonable 


charge?" "How does Medicare 
decide what is a reasonable 
charge?" These are questions 
beneficiaries often ask about 
medical insurance payments 
under Medicare, according to 
David Helmer, Social Security 
.Branch Manager in Corsicana. 


"To help beneficiaries get a 


better understanding of this 
concept," 
Helmer said, 
"a 


detailed explanation of how 
reasonable 
charges 
are 


determined is contained in Your 
Medicare Handbook." A new 
edition of the handbook was 
mailed 
to 
all 
Medicare 


beneficiaries and to health care 
providers late last year. 


Basically, the 
"reasonable 


charge" simply means the 
amount on which Medicare 
bases its payment for a covered 
service or supply. And the 
reasonable charge for a covered 
service or supply in a particular 
area is determined by the 
Medicare carrier for that area. 


The carrier is an organization 


selected by the Social Security

Carriers use a specific formula, 
which is based on the Medicare 
law, 
to determine reasonable 


charges. 


Each year the carrier reviews 


all the charges made by doctors 
and suppliers in the previous 
calendar 
year. 
First, 
the 


carrier determines the amount 
that each doctor and supplier 
usually charged for each ser- 
vice or supply in the previous 
calendar year. This is call the 
customary charge. 


Next, the carrier determines 


what amount is high enough to 
include the customary charge in 
three out of four bills submitted 
in the previous year. This is 
called the prevailing charge. 


Then, when a medical in- 


surance claim is submitted for 
payment, the carrier compares 
the actual charge shown on the 
claim to the customary and 
prevailing charges for that 
service 
or 
supply. 
The 


reasonable 
charge 
under 


Medicare will be either the 
customary 
charge, 
the 


prevailing charge, or the actual 
charge, whichever is lowest. 


"The 
term 
"reasonable 


charge" should not be misun- 
derstood," Helmer concluded. 
"It does not mean that any 
higher charge is unreasonably 
high or unfair, but is simply a 
term applied to that amount 
which the Medicare carrier will 
use in computing how much 
they will pay."

Some inherit 
high cholesterol 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 59- 


year-old woman, 5 feet 2 and 
weigh 129 pounds. My problem 
is cholesterol. 


Two years ago when I wasn't 


feeling very good, I visited my 
doctor. My cholesterol was 405, 
which was much too high. He 
gave me instructions about diet 
and put me on Atromid-S before 
each meal and at bedtime. I 
took these for over a year, and 
my cholesterol dropped to 249 
and my triglycerides to 89. 


My doctor decided to take me 


off medication and let me only 
diet. In three months my 
cholesterol was 278 and in six 
months it was 328 and my 
triglycerides 84. Believe me, 
doctor, I have tried so 
desperately to diet and what a 
letdown when he told me it was 
up again. I never have an egg in 
cooking except the whites. I 
use 
only 
polyunsaturated 


margarine and corn oil. I eat 
chicken breasts with no fat and 
fish. Everything is broiled. I 
love vegetables and fruit. 


Please tell me why my 


cholesterol should go up. Or, 
why can't I have Atromid-S to 
help me? I have never had any 
serious illness and do feel fine. 
My blood pressure stays about 
130. Are there any serious side 
effects from these pills? 


DEAR READER - The diet 


is very important in controlling 
cholesterol and blood fats 
(triglycerides). It helps but is 
not adequate in some cases. In 
general, I don't believe in using 
pills in place of correcting faul- 
ty living habits, but when the 
living habits have been cor- 
rected and the basic problem is 
not corrected then you need to 
use other measures. 


Your doctor was justified in 


trying to see how you would get 
along on diet management. 
Many people who have high 
cholesterol 
and normal 


triglycerides (fats) will still 
have high cholesterol levels in 
spite of a good diet a 
you 


describe. These are the people 
who need medicine in addition 
to the dietary program — not in 
place of it. 


These people often have a 


fairly definite familial in- 
cidence of high cholesterol 
levels. The tendency is in- 
herited, and the level stays too 
high, in spite of diet and exer- 
cise. They respond differently 
from people who have high 
cholesterol and high blood fats 
from moderate or more than 
moderate obesity and who have 
high levels from their dietary 
habits and lack of activity.

It should not be used by 
women during pregnancy, but 
you don't need to worry about 
that.
